Re: House Bill 1344 - Construction and Development - Permits and Aoorovals - Expiration Dates

Dear Chairperson Mclntosh & Committee Members:

Thank you for the opportunity to provide some explanation regarding House Bill 1344. House Bill 1344,
which is similar to legislation that was passed last year (HB 921), extends the tolling period for certain
construction and development permits that are issued by both the State and local govemments. This proposed
legislation also corrects a minor drafting error in HB 921.

House Bill 1344, as originally introduced, removes the tolling exemption for stormwater approvals. This
change would directly impact the implementation of the Stormwater Management Act of 2007 and the new
regulations that became effective last May, which would be of obvious concem to the Department. Since the
bills introduction, the Department has been able to work with both the sponsor and key stakeholders to
development amendments which address our concems. We have been informed by the bill sponsor that
these amendments are in the process of being introduced.

If these amendments are incomorated into House Bill 1344. the Department will have no further concems
about the legislation.
